Headline  topics,  such  as  automobile  production,  sales  of  general  merchan- 
dise, or  miles  of  highway  constructed,  consistently  attract  public  attention.  The 
output  of  many  basic  but  less  publicized  industries,  however,  also  has  grown  and 
should  be  recognized.   For  example,  the  industry  that  produces  crushed  and  broken 
stone  has  in  recent  years  contributed  a  large  part  of  the  total  value  of  all  min- 
erals produced  in  Illinois. 

The  annual  production  of  crushed  and  broken  stone  reported  in  Illinois 
from  1954  through  1964,  inclusive,  is  summarized  on  page  3  of  this  report.  During 
this  11-year  period,  reported  stone  production  increased  from  21.4  million  tons 
in  1954  to  38.6  million  tons  in  1964.  Although  the  1964  production  was  substan- 
tially more  than  the  1954  output,  with  the  trend  strongly  upward,  the  year-by-year 
production  has  not  always  recorded  an  annual  increase. 

Of  special  interest  in  this  report  are  figures  indicating  the  approxi- 
mate amounts  of  Illinois  stone  shipped  by  various  means  of  transportation.  The 
summary  table  on  page  3  shows  the  tonnage  of  stone  shipped  from  Illinois  quarries 
by  rail,  water,  and  truck  from  1954  through  1964.  Also  shown  are  the  annual  per- 
centages of  the  total  stone  shipped  by  each  type  of  carrier. 

Shipments  of  Illinois  stone  by  rail  have  shown  a  gradual  but  uneven 
decline,  from  a  high  of  5.3  million  tons  in  1956  to  a  low  of  2.0  million  tons  in 
1963.   In  1964,  however,  rail  shipments  of  Illinois  stone  increased  slightly  from 
those  of  1963  in  tonnage  and  in  percentage  of  total  stone  shipped. 
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Water  shipments  of  stone  originating  on  waterways  within  Illinois  or 
on  state  boundaries,  generally  show  an  erratic  pattern  in  tonnage  and  in  percentage 
of  total  stone  shipped  for  1954  through  1964. 

BJuring  these  years,  the  largest  amounts  of  stone  were  shipped  by  truck. 
Truck  shipments  more  than  doubled  from  16.0  million  tons  in  1954  to  35.9  million 
tons  in  both  1962  and  1964.  This  was  an  increase  from  about  75  percent  of  the 
total  in  1954  to  93  percent  of  the  total  in  1962,  1963,  and  1964. 

Shipments  of  Illinois  stone  by  rail,  water,  and  truck,  within  nine 
regions  of  the  state,  are  shown  on  pages  4  through  14.  As  indicated  in  the  "No 
report"  column  of  the  tables,  some  shipments  were  not  reported  under  any  one  of 
the  three  principal  modes  of  transportation. 

Illinois  county  and  regional  outlines  are  shown  by  a  map  at  the  end  of 
this  report.
